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Accused killer makes first court appearance

A former schoolteacher 
and current daycare direc¬ 
tor in Calgary, who was 
charged with second 
degree murder after her 
husband was shot and 
killed on a rural property 
about 45 kilometres west 
of Didsbury on Friday has 
made her first court 
appearance. 

Heather Elaine Wilson 
Duncan, 60 appeared 
before Judge Eugene 
Creighton in Didsbury 
provincial court Monday. 

Wearing a knit sweater 
and dress pants, the 
accused did not speak dur¬ 
ing the five-minute 
appearance. She appeared 
to be composed and lis¬ 
tening attentively to the 
proceedings. 

At the request of her 
lawyer, Calgary’s Jim 
Butlin, the case was 
adjourned until a Dec. 20 
court appearance in 
Didsbury for the reading of 
the charge and election. 
Wilson Duncan remains in 
custody. 

At about 6 p in. Friday, 
Didsbury, Olds and Sundre 
RCMP were called to a 
rural acreage in 
Fallentimber, where they 
found Barry Alexander 
Duncan dead. 

The accused, who called 


911, was arrested at the 
scene and charged on 
Saturday. 

Speaking outside court, 
Butlin said although he 
couldn’t go into details 
about what his client has 
told him about the shoot¬ 
ing incident, he would say, 
“This is a situation involv¬ 
ing the consumption of 
liquor. I’m not going to say 
there was an argument, 
but there was liquor con¬ 
sumption.” 

The accused does not 
own a firearm, he said. 

Butlin said he will be 
seeking the accused’s 
release on bail, perhaps as 
early as this week when he 
plans to make an applica¬ 
tion for a show cause hear¬ 
ing before the Court of 
Queen’s Bench. 

He said his client and the 
deceased have been mar¬ 
ried five years. 

They moved to the 
acreage from Calgary 
seven years ago. 

“She is obviously very 
dist raught about the w hole 
thing,” said Butlin. “This is 
completely out of charac¬ 
ter for her.” 

He said the accused 
owns a number of busi¬ 
nesses, although he 
declined to name them. 

The Crown will be 
assigning a specific prose¬ 
cutor to the case.

Fines for not shovelling concern seniors

Scraping windows and 
shovelling walks has 
become the morning rou¬ 
tine for most people since 
Mother Nature slammed 
Didsbury with the white 
stuff last month. But some 
seniors, who find these 
tasks difficult, are out 
shovelling sidewalks 
regardless, to avoid a $115 
fine. 

“I’m concerned,” said res¬ 
ident Ed Smith who 
appeared at last week’s 
council on behalf of sen¬ 
iors who need some help. 
“We’re walking down the 
street three or four days 


ago and we met up with an 
older gentleman shovelling 
his sidewalk. The reason 
he was doing this was 
because he received a 
notice saying if he didn’t do 
it he was going to be fined 
$100 and he was not in 
good shape to be out shov¬ 
elling snow.” 

Smith asked council if 
they could get a bobcat out 
to the homes of residents 
who are unable to shovel 
their own walkways but 
council was dubious to that 
idea because of the costs 
associated with travelling 
to different areas of town 
to scrape specific side¬ 
walks. 

“If we start sending a 
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bobcat out I know doggone 
well I’ll have neighbours all 
around saying, well why 
can’t they do my side¬ 
walks? Then it kind of 
snowballs into someone 
else where people will ask, 
‘why are we spending tax 
dollars on this?’" said coun¬ 
cillor Gayle Veno. 

Council was hesitant to 
take action, saying instead 
they’d like to see neigh¬ 
bours and Senior Support 
Services step up to the 
plate. 

“This is strictly (geared) 
towards seniors. I don’t 
want this to be something 
we’re going to coordinate 
through town and then get 
calls from people with ...

this reason or that, (for not 
shovelling)” said Mayor 
Brian Wittal. 

He agrees with Smith 
that “this is an issue we 
need to address” and hopes 
by sitting down with Senior 
Support Services they 
might be able to come up 
with a list of volunteers or 
organizations that could 
help. 

Lois Wright, office liaison 
for Senior Support 
Services said the number 
of calls varies with each 
snowfall but said she did 
get quite a few requests in 
November. 

“Seniors have to shovel, 
but some of them just 
can’t.” 


She said there is a list in 
place of schoolchildren 
and adults who will shovel 
the walks but there typical¬ 
ly is a cost associated that 
is determined between sen¬ 
iors and kids and varies job 
to job. 

Smith worries for seniors 
who don’t have a lot of 
money to pay for shovel¬ 
ling. He said he’d like to 
see a program similar to 
one set up in Carstairs 
where “snow angels" will 
shovel seniors’ sidewalks 
for free if needed. 

“It is a good idea and it 
would give some help for 
people who really need it. 
That’s what I’m concerned 
about. They’re weak, in 


poor health and don’t have 
all that much money to 
spend.” 

Derek Sutherland, peace 
officer for Didsbury, said 
the reason residents are 
required to shovel their 
sidewalk is for the safety of 
people walking. He said 
typically they post a warn¬ 
ing first, giving owners 24 
hours to shovel the side¬ 
walk and then ticket if it 
hasn’t been done. 

“If people have been 
warned in the past and it’s 
perpetual we may just go to 
straight to the ticket. We 
don’t have to give a warn¬ 
ing, it’s more of a courtesy 
but we do it because we 
want compliance."

Carpenter asked council 
to waive the rate because 
“we believe we are bringing 
something greater to the 
town than what a tax 
would bring in this situa¬ 
tion,” he wrote. 

The park is a rain garden 
that allows rainwater 
runoff to absorb. The water 
is being trapped purposely 
as part of a pilot project to 
demonstrate alternate land 
development and tours will 
be conducted with people 
coming in from all over 
Canada. It was the first 
time council had heard a 
request to waive the levy 
for affordable housing 
since the bylaw was enact¬ 
ed in 2008. 

“If we did that (waived 
fee), we’re setting a prece¬ 
dent for other developers 
... We don’t want to be 
doing that. Those dollars 
have to be earmarked 
towards recreation and we 
don’t want to be giving it 


away for park development 
all the time,” said Mayor 
Brian Wittal if the deci¬ 
sion. 

“That $500 a unit, is that 
something I'm willing to 
give up for limited access 
to a public park for maybe 
some residents down in 
Valarosa that will decide to 
walk over there? Or am I 
better to take that recre¬ 
ation money and put it 
towards a facility that will 
serve more residents?” 

Carpenter said he’s dis¬ 
appointed about the deci¬ 
sion saying, he didn’t budg¬ 
et for the fee in his grant 
proposal but after talking 
to council members on 
Wednesday, understands 
where the town is coming 
from. 

The current rate and fee 
bylaw requires $500 per 
unit to be paid by the devel¬ 
oper for all new residential 
infill and bare land lot 
developments with the 
money going towards 
upgrading and enhancing 
recreation facilitic»s in the 
community. The money 
collected is put into a 
reserve and applied 
towards expansion of 
recreation facilities and 
parks as the population 
grows.

Open house coming in January 

Ideas generated from a public meeting last spring 
were put into the town’s area redevelopment plan pre¬ 
sented to council on Tuesday. 

The plan, in a draft stage, outlines the goals for 
developing the East Tracks and 20th Avenue corridor 
coming into the community from Highway 582. 

The plan will be presented to the public at the begin¬ 
ning of January for feedback. Another opportunity for 
public feedback will be offered during a public hearing 
process following first reading of the* plan. 

During the spring meeting people expressed a belief 
that the east side should start to mirror the historic 
downtown core. 

The objectives outlined in the draft state just that as 
well as including the need for pedestrian walkways, 
adequate parking areas and community gathering 
spaces. 

Crime Prevention through Environmental Design 
principles was used in the project, at no additional 
cost. CPTED looks at ways to make criminal activity 
more difficult by creating public spaces that are open 
and easy to see all areas. 

The area redevelopment plan was started in 2010 
after council decided a year prior to create" a plan to 
expand the downtown commercial core and improve 
the aesthetics of the entrance corridor into town.

Nervous time 
for Stelmach 
Tories

The Stelmach Tories probably 
won’t have to fight another 
provincial election until the 
spring of 2012 - and judging by 
the results of two recent 
provincewide public opinion 
surveys, they should be wry thankful that the 
next election isn’t in the spring of 2011. 

And while the Tories are probably hoping that 
another year in power will give them a chance to 
turn their fortunes aroimd, the three principal 
opposition parties are already fighting hard to 
score points against the embattled Conservatives. 

An Environics poll released last week found 
that the Conservatives have 34 per cent public 
support, the Wildrose Alliance 32 per cent, the 
Liberals 19 per cent and the NDP 13. 

The findings are bad news for both the 
Conservatives, who had 53 per cent support in the 
2008 election, and the Liberals, who had 26 per 
cent in 2008. 

For the NDP, an increase of four per cent from 
2008 isn’t really good news or bad news - the bot¬ 
tom line is the party remains mired on the fringe, 
far, far from power. 

On the other hand, the results are great news for 
the Wildrose Alliance, showing definitively that 
the upstart party has become a major player on 
the Alberta political scene. 

With an increase in public support from seven to 
32 per cent in just two years, all of it at the 
expense of the Tories and Liberals, Danielle 
Smith’s party has quite literally staged a revolu¬ 
tion in Alberta politics. 

The steep fall in support for the Conservatives 
probably has at least something to do with wide¬ 
spread public concern over the Stelmach Tories’ 
handling of the health-care system. 

In particular, the combination of long emer¬ 
gency room wait times and widespread disillusion 
with the government-appointed Alberta Health 
Services Board has created a public perception, at 
least in some quarters, that Premier Stelmach and 
his cabinet colleagues are asleep at the wheel. 

In related news, the newly released Health 
Quality Council of Alberta’s “Satisfaction and 
Experience with Health Care Services: A Survey 
of Albertans 2010” hits found that fully 30 per cent 
of patients who visited emergency rooms in the 
past 12 month said they actually considered leav¬ 
ing without receiving treatment because of long 
wait times. Can that finding be seen as anything 
other than a shocking indictment of a health-care 
system in crisis? 

The next provincial election will likely be held 
in the spring of 2012. If the current trends in polit¬ 
ical support and health-care disillusion continue, 
the next 12 months could be a very nervous time 
for the Stelmach Tories, including those in West 
Central Alberta.

Wealth views impact public policy

If you ask people how wealthy we 
are compared to people in 1900, the 
average person will say we’re about 
50 per cent wealthier today. There are 
even some who think we are actually 
poorer than our great-grandparents 
were. 

This matters for two reasons. 

First of all. they’re wildly incorrect. 
Canadians today are roughly 10 to 20 
times richer than their great-great- 


grandparents. 

I say roughly because it’s hard to 
compare our economy to theirs. We 
don’t really know what they would 
have paid for things like cars, TVs or 
air travel, if they’d had them. 

What we can say is that we are 
much, much more than 50 per cent 
richer, and yet for some strange rea¬ 
son most people think we're not. 

Second of all, this misbelief has 
serious consequences for public poli¬ 
cy. 


People who don’t believe our econ¬ 
omy can actually generate wealth are 
unlikely to vote for policies that pro¬ 
mote growth, but if we don’t have 
pro-growth policies, we really will 
stop making economic progress. 

Next time somebody gets down on 
economic growth, remind them that 
Canadians today live '50 years longer 
than their great-grandparents, that 
our land supports six times as many 
people as it did then, and that we’ve 
gotten 10 times richer at the sametime.

Alberta needs to power up 


Alberta’s network of transmission 
lines has become a creaky backbone 
that can no longer conduct a stable 
supply of electricity to Albertans. 

That our province hasn’t complet¬ 
ed a major transmission project for 
20 years puts it in a similar predica¬ 
ment as other jurisdictions in North 
America. We. however, are fortunate 
to have a government that’s doing 
something about it. 

The Alberta Chambers of 
Commerce (ACC) is a federation of 
124 chambers representing 22,000 
businesses. Our organization has 
long been concerned about the stat¬ 
ic state of Alberta’s transmission 
lines because businesses need a sta¬ 
ble supply of electricity to operate 
efficiently. The sudden power fail¬ 
ures that have occurred in recent 
years drastically affect their opera¬ 
tions. 

When we consider industry and 
commercial operations account for 
78 per cent of energy use in Alberta, 
the importance of a secure power 


supply to the business community 
becomes obvious. For this reason, 
ACC has for many years been urging 
the Alberta government to upgrade 
and increase its transmission capaci¬ 
ty. That’s why we are pleased with 
the progress that's occurred towards 
completing critically needed 
upgrades and expansions to our 
provincial transmission system. 

In 2009, the Alberta Electricity 
System Operator (AESO) identified 
the necessity of adding almost 
12,000 megawatts of generation to 
meet Albertans’ current and future 
demand. It also laid out a $ 14.5-bil¬ 
lion plan to build two new transmis¬ 
sion lines between Calgary and 
Edmonton, a line to Alberta’s 
Industrial Heartland northeast of 
Edmonton, and two lines from the 
Industrial Heartland to Fort 
McMurray. 

ACC supports the steps our gov¬ 
ernment has taken to move forward 
with this vital infrastructure. When a 
province experiences three per cent 


annual growth in power consump¬ 
tion (equal to plugging two Red 
Deers into the grid) its network 
needs a boost, especially when it 
was stretched to its limit before the 
latest growth spurt. 

Determining the routes, technolo¬ 
gy and infrastructure for transmis¬ 
sion lines is the task of the Alberta 
Utilities Commission. Our federa¬ 
tion’s concern has been the first fun¬ 
damental step of approving the need 
for these vital projects because it 
takes years to construct the lines 
once they get the green light. 

ACC also recognizes our 
province's reputation for power reli¬ 
ability has tremendous impact on 
our potential to attract business. We 
believe AESO’s plan to strengthen 
and expand our transmission back¬ 
bone will prepare Alberta for sus¬ 
tained growth in all sectors of our 
economy.
